Ne- 
ver was there a greater, and more dubious 
Conteſt known between Grief and Foy, than 
on this Day : For never was there a Reign 
ended of more beneficial Influence upon 
theſe Nations, than that which this Day 
ended; and never was there a Reign begun 
from which we could promiſe our Selves a 
greater Progreſs towards Happineſs, than 
we have already experienced from that 
which this Day began.

permitted Nature to have ſo much force up- 
on them, as that they invited Relief, and 
Aſſiſtance, and themſelves laid the Scene of 
our Deliverance. And could we ſee what 
others at this Moment feel, under the Influ- 
ences of Ungoverned Power, and Bigotry, we 
could not but retain a juſt value for our own 
Happineſs ; and a juſt Senſe of the Favour 
of G OD, 'in granting usa QUEEN as 
truly concerned for the + NN and Liberties, 
and Religion of her Subjects, as her Subjects 
themſelves could wiſh. It is an invaluable 
Bleſſing, and above all the Grandeur, and 
Magnificence of Arbitrary Power, that we can 
dare to ſay, we enjoy any Thing, and have 
a Title to it; that we can demand it of any 
that lay violent Hands upon it, and can call 
for legal Redreſs of the Injuries of the great- 
eft Perſons amongſt us.
